The Toronto" Empire, in making the an- 
nouncement of tihe dissolutioi:, will aay : 
"In- view of the ibrrgoini; important an- 
nouncement, theiipestion will natnrally be 
foked, what ure the reiiaoii.') which 
induced tho government to appeal to th-e 
country at the preaent time It is under- 
stood that the Dominion Oovernmenf have, 
through Her Majesty's Governmentv made 
certain proposals to- the United States 
for negotiations looking to an extension 
of ojr cominerco with that country. 
These propos'ils have been suliiiiilte'.! 
President Harrison for his consideration, 
and the Canadian Government is of opinion 
that, if negotiations are to result in a treatys 
which must be ratified by the Parliament of' 
Canada, it is expedient that the Govern- 
ment should be able to deal with a Parlia- 
ment fresh from the people, rather than 
with u moribund House. It is understood 
that Canada will send a delegation to Wash- 
ington, after March 4th, on which date tho 
life of the present Congress expires, for the- 
purpose of discussing, informally, qiicstious 
of the extenaion and development of trade 
between the United States and Canada, and 
the settlement of questions of difference be- 
tween the two countries. This delegation 
will viait the United States' ' capital, it is 
said, as a result of a friendly sngfrestion 
from Washington.

Hon. Mr. D.wik introduced a bill re- 
spcctini,' the corporation of New Wesl- 
minster. 

Hon. Mr. Rohson introduced a bill en- 
titled an act relating to gold and other 
minerals excepting coal. 

LIBEL. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, in moving the sec- 
ond reading of his libel bill, began by 
speaking of the respective applications of 
the Dominion and Provincial laws and 
and auihoiity. with respect to libel. The 
existing law of libel w.as, m his opinion, 
most defective. Under it the presump- 
tion was that a libel was.in every case, ma- 
Jicioaa. Taking the case of newspapers, 
and the way in which they were got out, 
and the information obtained, it was a 
wrong presumption so to say that every 
libel was malicious. Again, it was only 
right and just when there had been a 
libel committed that tho newspaper pro- 
prietor should be allowed the upportunity 
of making an ample apology for an inad- 
vertent libel. The principles of ethics 
should be made to apply to newspapers 
wwell as to individuals, and the p iblica- 
tion of an apology given as wide a cir- 
culation as the original libel should pre- 
vent all possibility of a prosecution. 
Then tho law ought to provide that thu 
publication of reports of public meetings 
should be privileged, while a fair report; 
of proceedings in a court of justice 
should render it impossible to enter a 
prosecution. Newspapers were obliged to 
gather news, or they would bo behind in 
the race, and should bo protected in 
carrying on their legitimate business. It 
ought, too, to be rendered impossible to 
drag a newspaper jjruprietor to a town, 
other than the one in which his paper 
was published, to undergo his trial, and, 
moreover, tho newspaper man sh' uld 
have a riglit to demand security for costs, 
go as to prevent him being frivolously 
and voxaliously prosecuted on chaiges 
which wonl<l not, stand iuvostiiiation. 
Sinco this bill had been introduced ho 
(Mr. Beaven) had noticed a bill which wa.'i 
before theState Legislature of Washington 
that wont still furtlicr than this bill. It 
provided that where a charge was not 
proved the person so making accusatiiiti 
rendered himself liable in damages. The 
public demanded news, tho telegrams 
came in to tlio editor's oflicii, tho other 
news arrived through various cliannela, 
and if the proprietor delayed to make 
minute examinations into every detail 
the information would bo published tlsu- 
where in advance of him. Thepresump ion 
of the libel law, to-day, was that in every 
instance tho (jli'eiicu was mahcious. He 
desired to ciiango tho proBumption and to 
placo mailers entirely on tho otlier aide. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ho n(jticed that 
this bill had boon, in a incasuro, takei 
from the libel law of Ontario, and had 
the member rested there, the bill would 
have been what was deaiied. Head 
ni ttcd that it was only just to allow a 
newspaper iimprietor to pleail that the 
libol was not malicious, and was an 
honest mistake. But this was alroad} 
the law in this country, being, moreover, 
covered by what was known as Fox's act 
Sb much of a mischievous nature wa- 
contained in this bill that if it wore de- 
feated, as ho hoped it would bn. ho should 
bo in a ])08ilion to biingin a iphv measiiri 
to follow closely the lines laid dowi 
by ilio law of Ontario, ilu co tuiide 
that, unless, in iimny cases, malice wen 
inferred it would bo imposaiblo to con 
vict an olluiidor, whether against lifo "i 
property. Tho same principles appliu, 
ill connectioii with libel. By a man' 
cliarac or he was able to live, and there 
foro thu law co.,jideied the oU'ence ; 
more lieinoiif oiio than even l.ikinu' awa\ 
& tnan's purso. A iiew.spaper got hold o' 
apiece of information from thu enemy 
.aitindlvidUiil. The editor pubhahed i 
and unden the presumption of malice tlii 
party aggrieved oiiuld either pun sh tin 
offender civilly or orimiDttUy. But, were 



there no presumption of malice, what 
I iisHibility could' there be of'^redressi' 
I'ho publishers, however, could pmve, 
uotler Fnx's Act, that tlieio had hui ii 
neith r nialicu nor negligi nce, in the 
.laiiie way as 'he inilieidual charged with 
taU'iiig a li'u ;.r stcaliii.L; a watcli, emihl 
deluiul hiiiKself. The second clause of 
this Act full with tho tirs , but tho third 
was iiipsitivuly ludicrous — to compel the 
phiintiir til iciiuost a retraction or cor- 
I eutioii, when, as every one was aware, 
in making such correction it frequemly 
happeneil that the publisher took the 
o]jponuiiity of perputraliiig a gieiitei 
wiong. Tlioexisiing law of the ])ro 
vince gave auijilo opportunity to the 
[Hililiaher to apnlogi/.e, ro'ract or curiTct. 
.Again, as to making reports of public 
iiieutiiigs privilegod, it not unfrcquently 
happened that irresponsible persons were 
jiut u[) tu make scandalous statements in 
order, if possiblo, that ihoy might lind 
their way into the press. The Attorney- 
General warmly objected to tho elauau to 
uiako tho reports of procecdint;s in the 
courts of justice pri\'ileged, inaaiiuicli as, 
if publislieil, they were calculated to pre- 
judice cases wh, n thu matiera were not 
really subject for public 'discussion, upon 
which it would not bo right to coinnicet. 
Proceedings beforo the courts, especially 
in Chambers, ought to be carefully siife- 
guarded, or mischii^f might; ensue. There 
was no justice, !io went on to say, in [iro- 
viding that a libol suit should take place 
In 11 city or town where the paper had the 
power to prejudice the public mind ad- 
versely to tho party aggrieved, nevurtlie- 
loBs, there was no provision in the pre- 
sent Bill niado for a change of venue. He 
regarded this Bill as most iniscliievous; if 
it |)assod, Hi t even life would he safe, 
the public would be so calumniated, and 
it would be un evil day, indeed, fur Brit- 
ish Columbia, were this Bill to bocume 
law. 

Mb. Bootb suggested that this bill be 
withdrawn and the Ontario Act substi- 
tuted. 

Mr. Cotton strongly deprecated tho 
pl.'iciiii; of a newspaper on tho saiue foot- 
ing as taking a man's life or property. 
Su[ip<jsing, a newspaper i)ub!ishod a fair 
report of a public ineetin!;, duly called 
and advertised, and something had boon 
said against an individual to which that 
party took exception. Ho at oiico took 
out Motion and the newspaper was at once 
served with legal proceedings, and coii- 
siderablo e.\peii.sen ineuiied. Surely 
ample tinio should bo given for a papi.T 
to make explanations or apologies. He 
objected otho removal of tho pliceof 
trial from the placo of publication, re- 
marking hat he and other publishers in 
tho e St had been put to great expense 
and inconvenience by having trials re- 
moved to a distance. He wished tho law I 
to be fair and just to both sides, and | 
strongly deprecated anything aijprtach-i 
ing a muzzling i)f the press. Ho had 
como here to vote for this measure of the, 
leader of the Opposition, but in view of 
the pmniiseaof the Attorney-General to 
bring down a measure he should vote 
against this bill. 

Hon. Mr. Poolev >vould not support 
a bill which would tend to make tho 
press irrospoiiaible. Were this bill passed 
any proprietor of a newspaper could pub- 
lish any libel on the ground that it had 
been spoken at a public meeting. But 
wore such statements published in tho 
press they could be turned up at any 
time and to theprejudiceof an individual. 
Ho characterized the present bill as tend- 
ing to prevent a poor man from defend- 
ing his good name, if ho had not tho 
power to put up the costs. It was im- 
possible to say whether nr not a charge 
was frivolous until it had been heard. 
Had we not a stringent libel law wo 
should soon see, aa was tho case in cer- 
tain parts of tho United Stati'.q, life not 
iinfro(iuently taken in satisfaction for 
a libel. 

Hon. Mr. Bbave.v — And tho English 
libel law prevails there. 

Mr. Se.mlin asked if tho .Attorney- 
General would introduce a bill based on 
tho law of Ont:irio, were this measure 
rejected ? Ho could not say from his 
<iwn exporienco whether nr not tho law 
of Ontario were more liberal than this. 

Hon. Mr. Davik said ho askcJ tho 
members lo vote down this Bill because 
it was pernicious in iinnciple. Ho wished 
to make no jiromisos on this subject, nor 
had he any desire to influence the votes of 
m-mbera by any pledges lie might make. 
It was perfectly competent for any mem- 
ber to introduce another Bill un tho sub- 
ject.

THE OPORTO REVOLT. 



The Outbreak Sappressed— The Ring- 
leaders will be Sentenced 
to Death. 



Oporto Declared iu a State of Siege 
—The Oavdrument Streugthened 
Instead of Weakened. 



London, Feb. 1.— UpoQ the suppression 
•i the Oporto insuireotion a court-martial 
waB immediately ordered to try the ring- 
leaders in revolt, whoaa fate is certain 
death. All Jay Saturday, while the result 
of the struggle waa still in the balance, 
orowJa throiiRod the principal streets of 
Lisbon, eagerly wikiting for news and dii- 
CttMing the situation. Some of the lower 
class were evidently bent on mischief, but 
they readily dispersed at the conrimand of 
the police. The government haaiuatituted 
a ri^id invcstiyiitioii to ascertain the extent 
of tlie disaffection, iUthnagh it Ls balieved 
that the conipir^icy iJid not extend beyond 
the troops ungated in the insurrection and 
did not include any persous high in autho- 
rity. 

KAdic il measures »ro being prepared for 
the 9(!archiiig and weeding; out of dauxeroua 
individuals, and all forei«uers upon whom 
auapijion niiy rest will be ordered to leave 
I'ortugid. 

Thi! governniert of King Carlos finds it- 
aolf blrenglhened instead of weakened hy 
tiic outhreal{, ^vhil;h f/ives a pretext for the 
rigorous ineusurcs which have been long 
tlKuight dt;siriil)le. 

Nu suspicion of any collusion with the 
i-rinspii-acy iitt.-ioheH loSeri).i I'iiito or any of 
the oihers who ha\-B heen rciilly proniiiient 
in the anti-Kii;^li.sh agitation. It was an 
outburst of rcpiihlicanibiM, foiterfd hy agi- 
tal'ii-3 in tho rank and tile of the army. 

King Carlos, who was reporteil last even 
ing to he inclined to mercy, has, it is now 
stated, been led to see the necesMity of the 
severest penalties for the niutiueera, lii'sides 
tho execution of the rinj^lcadera. Tho re- 
mainder of the men engaged iti the out- 
break will he drafted to Angola and Mo- 
zambique iiuiler a strict guard, and there 
eRtahlished uh g^irrisona in the interior nf 
Portuguese Africa which, for the roost part, 
is very unhealthy and not fit for the resi- 
dence of Europeans. 

Portugal bus lately felt the need of gar- 
risoning her African possessions with white 
troops instead of the half B%vage native 
levies, -who degrade the Portugueso auiform 
and authority, but tiiere has been reluc- 
tance to subject any but volunteers to tho 
miseries of the African cliniute. As tlie 
Oporto rebels have forfeited their lives 
there will be no squeaniishncss about ex- 
posing thciii tu the hardship. 

The Count of Paris was prcntly con- 
cerned when liu liearil of tlu; iiisurrectiou, 
and at once wired to liLs d.umiiler, Queen 
Amelia, to li.ibtcn tn I'.ugland in case of Ke- 
ridus tronhle.

THE WINDOM FUNERAL. 

The llemalns of the Demi Secretary Cnnaluned 

to the Grave in the Presence of Many 
» Ulillngulsheil lIoiiriierB. 

Washinotos, Feb. 2. — Tho funeral ser- 
vices over the remains of the lute Secretary 
of the Treasury, Hon. Wni. indom, were 
held at the Clmroh of tho Covenant, to-day. 
A vast concourse, eomprisiog more officials 
of President Harrison's administration than 
have over gathered to>;other iu one edifice, 
was present. The scene was impressive in 
its aolemuity, and awe-inspiring in its 
simple grandeur. Oathered within the 
walla of tho stately white marble church 
were the nation's greatest statesmen, 
the most renortned ili|ilonmta of foreign 
countries, the highest ollicera of the army 
and navy of the United States, most of the 
hi iUiant men of the social world. 

Ai otlicially iiitiinuted, the hour lixcd for 
tlie funeral cereuinny waa 1^' o'clock, luit hy 
lOi.ilJ ilic arches and streets leading to the 
churrh began tilling with cirriages ami 
po,b 8 rians. (Jr.ulu.illy tho space uliott 
tlie cliuieli tilled up, ami at llio'cltick, when 
the remains of Secretary U'iniloin were 
brought from the private residence, on 
M .nclic.ster avenue, locomotion bail become 
v..-ry dilbcult. Congicss, on Sutuiday, ad- 
journed over to tluy, to allow iiieiiiliera of 
1 1(! resprotive houses to attend tlie funeral. 
The iiiiiriiiiig opened haliiiy ami spring- 
like, and rnaiiy friends of the tlead secre- 
tiry availed tlieniBelvea of the o|)|)ortunity 
of taking u hist look at the rcn>ains, be- 
tween 8 and I I o'clock, the hour set apart 
for that purpose. .At II o'clock a private 
service for the family an l iiitiiiiato personal 
friends was conducted at tho faniil} resi- 
dence, Orwarth, Rev. Dr. Hunilin, of the 
Presbyterian church of the Covenant, offi- 
ciating. 

\\°licn the cortege, about half a mile in 
liMigth, reached the cemetery, at 2:30 
o'clock, several hundred old soldiers, in- 
mates of theSuldiers' Home, stood with un- 
covered heads on either side of tho eotrauce 
to the cemetery, and a baud of mnsio, while 
the chapel hell was tolling, played " Nearer 
my (Joil to Thee." There were several hun- 
dred siglitsecrs aaaeinblcd at tho grave 
when the ciirtege came to a halt. 'J'here 
was no evidence that tho grave had been 
dug, for it was heavily covered over with 
cut cedar. Tlie casket was placed on a 
apreail of canvass while IJr. Hiinilin read 
the lirief acn-icca. It wiis thou deposited in 
its 1 'St re.niiig-placc, ami before the grave 
atteiiilanis I'l-gaii tlii-ir work the din- 
tioL.'uisliiil iiioiiriicrs had left the cciiu l ui y 
„nd rcinriiod tn llie city. JIi-h. Windoiii 
mill the Missea \\'in<lnni Ijoi e U]i briivi-ly nil- 
ili-r tliiMirdeal, anil nothing of Higi.iliiMiice 
marred the sail cereiiioiiins. The I'resiileut 
and all the ineuibera of tiio cabinet were 
present at the grave.

i-ahow very closely what the wishes of the 
■ people are with regard to it 

The Opposition, ut any rate, will have 
uo cause to coini)!iiin. The battle will bo 
fought on ground of their own choosing. 
They have been discussing the question 
of reciprocity for about three years, 
and if the country has not been educated 
up to these views, it is not because they 
have not been allowed opportunity 
enough to diaaoininato tlieni. If any one 
has a right to complain of the suddenness 
of the election and the shortness of tlio 
notice it ia tho Conservative."). They have 
not been accustomed to look upon recip- 
rocity as a live issue, and they Iinvo, 
therefore, not studied it very closely. 
They will, however, be ready for the fight, 
and will show an unbroken front to their 
.oppouants. Therecanbobutlittlodoubt as

Ono w.ml:l imagine, indeed, to rend such 
journals as the Toronto cTiube, iliat Llm 
Ainuiicaii C-vorntiicnt atiHi.l in tlio alti- 
tude of siippliaiita beuging Canada to iio- 
copt :v lueasuioof closer coininercml inter- 
couiai). or tliat Congress had enacted a 
law having this (diject in view, which the 
Doniioimi ministers steadily .rejected, 
whereas tlio exact opposite is tho foot. ' 

It must be clear to every thinking man 
that, before two individuals or two na- 
tions can make a bargain of any kind, 
they must both gpn^i^er the prolimin- 
'^'•'"ii, and must botJi agree iipofa some 
point to start from. It would be very 
ridiculous if one of the contracting par- 
ties, in hia own office, "all alone by him- 
self," did the whole business, and, when 
ho had finished it to his own satisfaction, 
tell tho other contracting party what ho 
had doi-.e. Such freshness as this would 
tickle Brother Jonathan, and he would, 
with a grin, toll his neighbor that " it 
takes two to make a bargain." 

It is on this simple, common sense 
principle that tho Dominion Government 
have determined to act. It has conclud- 
ed that it is desirable to make alterations 
in the trade relat'ons between tha two 
countries, and it has proposed that Topre- 
senta'ives from them both shall luoet to 
consider what those alterations are going 
to be. It 18 hkely that Sir Churlos Tup- 
per will represent Canada on that coin- 
ini.ssioii. lie is ono of the ablest men in 
the Doniininii, and there is no fotir of his 
making :\ny foolish concessiona or of sac- 
rificing the iiitoreata of Canada in any 
r fur any purpnso. 
It wou'd be foolish just now to mtlko 
any surmifes be to what arrange- 
ment is likely to be made. The Govern- 
inent have said very little on the snbjeot. 
Our readers have seen what Sir .Inh i 
Macdonald said tooucapeoial 0(>rre3i)i>nd 
ent. Tho Premier's commentK en the 
Globe's WashiiiH'an tulegram reveal no 
sta'o secrets. They inform tis of the 
steps that have been taken ■t.)wards the 
nppdititnicot iif a reciprocity -oommission, 
but say nothing; about the instructions 
that will be givon to the Canadian com- 
missioner, or what line ho -will probably 
take. 

Sir Jfihn Macdonald spoke in Toronto, 
at the Albany club, on the twenty- 
seventh of last month. Speaking of the 
stand taken by the 'Liberala, 
he is reported to Hive said: 

'* Their organs have c'.eclaied that tlie 
policy of thoGrit.s is now free trade. 
'J'hey are goitr.,' to sweep away the cna- 
toms houses along iho line, and at tlie 
same time surround us with the MoKin- 
lejr tariff. They are bo afraid now that 
Sir Richard is saying we are going to steal 
their thunder, lint thunder from sin ii 
<}uarte-fl is not wortli stealing and we 
will have none of it. The jiolicy wo intro- 
duced in 1878 wo are going to stund by, 
but while we i\re gning to sljind by our 
national policy, 1 might say that in the 
past every measure of reciprocal Irade 
we have got from our neighbors has been 
got by tho Conservatives. 1 believe there 
is room for extending our trade on a fair 
basis, that there are tliin.s in wliich we 
can enlarge bounds without, in any way, 
infringing on the nitional policy." 

It will bo seen from thi.i that a fiscal 
rovidution is not contemplated. The 
National Policy is not to be abandoned. 
What the Premier means by e.xton mg 
trsde on a fair basis will, no duubt, be 
seen when tho Government publishes its 
programme. 



THE J&SUE. 



It is evident that the issue at tho 
.coming general election will bo snmo 
Lform (f reciprocity with the United 
States. The (Opposition have made un- 
Lostricted reciprocity tho one plank of 
-their platform, and soiue of them accuse 
Sir .John Macdonald of having stolen 
their thunder. This does not a|)po ir to 
be at all probable. Tho precise h and 
which tho Government has taken on tho 
trade question has not yet been made 
public. What we do know is that the 
C!ov«rnment have requested the Imperial 
authorities to propose a joint commission 
to consider tho whole question of the 
trade relations between Canada and the 
United States with a view to arrive at a 
basis for fiscal negotiations. This is a 
busincHS-like way of approaching the 
trade qu.'stion. When tlie Cummi.saion- 
ers arrive at a decision tho two countries 
will have SDinething tangible and detiiiite 
to conaidor. Their agitation will not be 
like that of tho Liberals which is without 
any baiis at all. Thoy advocate unro 
atrioted reciprocity without know 
ing whether tho Americans are in 
favor of that form of reciprocity or not. 
They remind us of Iho old gciillemai. 
who spent liis time jilaying "All fours" 
■w ithout a partner. It made no dinbrenci 
to him whether he won . or lost. It i.- 
Kiirpi ising to see how ub-sorhed tho liili 
oral parly is in this solitfiry one liandei 
gaiiioof UnrostriotejJ .Bj-oiprocity. Tin 
Montreil Gazette puts this absurdity o 
making reoiproolty the ' laauo in Oanadi 
alone'jn'a very strong light. It says : 

'•Tbo truth ia. the notion bo eodulouslj 



TRAINING REQUIRED. 



It is a pity thac there is no way of g 
ing our young men some instruction as to 
their duties a« jurymen. Almost every 
intelligent man has some time or other 
to act as a juryman in either civil or 
criminal cases. A very great deal de- 
pends upon .jnryineii beiug able tu do 
their duty intelligently. But they are 
called upon to decide upon mat'teri of, at 
times, great importance with but very 
indistinct notions of what thuy are re 
quired lo do, and without uny training a' 
all. How many jurymen could give an 
into ligeiit an.iwer to the qiieation, 
"What constitutes evidence?" And 
how many have had any practice in foim- 
intr a conclusion from a inaas of conflict- 
ing and not very clear testimony ? Yet 
it is necessary that a juryman should 
have clear ideas as to what is and what is 
not evidence, and that he should be able 
to sift and to,weigh testimony. 

Wo cheerfu'ly admit tliat tho instrtic 
tion given by judgvs is at times so clear 
that it would a])pear almost impossible to 
mike a mistake as to what testimony 
boars upon the case iind what, does not ; 
and wo know that there are shriMvd, Ken- 
sible jurors, who, thou.;h they have hid 
very little intellectual tr lining, arrive ;it 
s lUnd conchisiona. 15ut it requires more 
power of thought and inoro intoUigetife 
than many jurors possess to com- 
prehend the reasoning of the 
judge, even when they have uo 
prejudice against him. Under 
on,' system, in eases of the Utmost 
iiuiiortance, one ohstiliale blockhead, 
ivhii caniidt. or will not r..'aaiin, can rendei' 
uinatory the Foiind deeiRinii of i leven 
ieiisil)le men. Tho verdicts given in by 
.he jniy in tlio case of Wlielaii iiliuw the 
ii'cei.iity of men liablo to ho called to act 
IS jiirymon haviilgsomo preparatory traili- 
ng. These verdicts showed very clearly 
hnt thoy wore not in tho hnbit of care- 
ully weighing the words thoy usod, and 
:hat they hud bub little practice in rea- 



soning from the facts submitted to thorn. 
Tho first verdict was as f illows : 

AVe, -your jurors, empanelled oii our 
ntths, say as follows : That the piisuner 
a^ tho bar, who stands indicted by the 
name of Lawrence Wlielaii, on the niudit 
ot the 24tb of D .•. -.iber, A. D. 1800, 
caused the death of David P. Pee, jr., by 
dtauhargiug into his body a gunshot, with 
iliteufc to do bodily harm, but without 
premeditation." 

It is very evident that infl man who 
drew up this Vei'dlcfc was nob of the 
opinion that brevity ia the soul of wit. 
Ho ought to have ktiowu that all that 
waa reijuired i.f tho jury -was to decide 
whether tho priaooor was or was not 
guilty of tho crime of wliich ho was ac- 
cused. Tho finding of tho jury would 
have been expressed in three words. 
"Guilty of murder," "guilty of man- 
slaughter," or " not guilty," was all they 
were required to say. As it was, tho 
majority of the jurymen in their admira- 
tion of what was intended to be high- 
sounding phrases, lost sight of the fact 
that their verdict was meaningless. To 
soy thatWhelnn discharged the gun— not 
gunshot — toiih \i\leid to do bodily harm, 
hnt without premeditation, is to make a 
statement which contradicts itself. If 
any juryman took time to coiioider what 
the phraae, "with intent," ineans, ho 
would see in a moment that it implied 
pivnieditiktiiiti — tiiinking beforehand. If 
the man who drew up tho verdict had 
Tvritten "discliarg ng into hia body a gun- 
shot premeditating to do bodily harm 
without premeditation," every one would 
have seen the absurdity of tho statement. 
Yet this is iu elfect what was said. 

It may be said that it is not fair to 
criticise strictly what men who luivo not 
many advautnges v,f education have 
writ en. Ordinarily, that ia (piite true. 
But ineii .slumKl nut, in an impoittnt mat- 
ter, in which the life and liberty of a 
fellow-citi/.en are s.t stake, attempt to do 
what they cannot, do well, and what it is 
not necessary for them to do at all. They 
were not requiwd to hand in a written 
verdict. 

Tho second finding of tho jury was 
anmcwhat hotter, and not si> obviously 
aelf-contradiclory. It was " We lind tho 
prisoner •.'tiilty of murder, but unpre- 
meditated." It might have struck some 
of tho jui-yineii that to kill a man without 
pronu-ilitatioii was n iu murder at all. U 
is the intention, or the thinking, or the 
meditating that ia done beforehand that 
makes killing a man murder. 

The last verdict nnade and rendered in 
the box was the only one that waa clear 
and r«rotise. It waa : — 

We lind tho prisoner guilty of nian- 
slaughi i-r. ' 

It is evident that it was the word 
"premeditation" over wliich the jury 
stumbled. Not one of tho twelve men 
se-nied to have anything like a ckvir no- 
tion of what this word signified. It waa 
like the old lady's Mesopotamia, a lovely- 
word, and thoy considered no matter 
what it meant it ought to be in the ver- 
dict. 

We do not aay anything aa to whether 
the evidence warranted the conclusion to 
which tho jury appeara to have arrived, 
which if<, as far as we can make out, that 
Wlielan did not intend tu kill any one ; 
that ho did not know that the gun was 
loaded, or that ho put the slug or buck- 
shot ill tho cartridge merely for fun. 

To discusa that queatiun intelligently 
would require n careful analysis of the 
-evi lence. Were the jury competent to 
do this? We are not prepared to answer 
that question, but it was very evident 
i^hat they were not qualified to express 
the conclusioiiH at which they did arrive 
in plain English.

Uesulted in tlie Deatli of 
D. F. Fee, Jr. 



Imprisonment for Life is tlio Penalty 
Imposed— Tlie Prisoner Utter- 
ly JJrealis Down. 



Tlie last clinpter in tlie now celebrated 

Feo murder trial was concluded at noon 
yesterday, when tlio lioinicide, Lawrence 
Wholan, liad i)!ia3od upon him tlio seii- 
touco of the l:iw. To tho last, tliu public 
nir.iiifested tho greatest interest in the 
■case, and ihc oi)iiiioii of tho mass of the 
people Booms to bu lliat the full penalty 
WM richly deserved. 

( His Lardsliip, the Chief Justice, hav- 
ing taken his seat, the court was fprmallj^ 
opened at 12.16, and the case of Reg. vs 
' Whelan, was called. Tho prisoner was 
asked if ho had aught to say why tho sen- 
tenue of the law should not be pasaod 
upon him 7 

Ho made no reply, but his counsel re- 
sponded that tho prisoner w is in such a 
nervous coiulitioii that ho could nut 
speak, and ho (fllr, Eberts) had, there- 
fore, been asked to any a few words for 
him. The prisoner had not kn ■wu the 
gun was loaded, and did not know huw it 
went uf}'. lie had no desire to injure 
■ anyone, and on the night of tho shooting 
had been drunk. He [u ayed the court to 
consider every circumstance mitigating in 
his behalf, and exercise all the clemency 
conipatiblo with justice. 

Tho Attorney-General claimed that 
there had been a mistrial ; tho jury ba i 
notacquitted the prisoner of murder, be- 
fore finding him guilty uf raanslaughter. 
fie thought that tho verdict uf murder, 
but unpremeditated, might have been ac- 
oepted. 

His Lordship did not think it would 
be possible for any court, after receiv- 
ing such a verdict, to decide what the 
juiy meant by "unpremeditated," — per- 
liaps they did not know themselves. 

It was understood that, though sen- 
teiiee should be paased now, the right 
would be reserved for counsel for the 
Crown to arguo hia point before the Court 
of Ci'own Cases Reserve. 

His Lordship then proceeded to pass 
sentence, not a sound being heaid in the 
court-room, except that of the judge's 
voice. The pris'. ner, he said, had been 
found euihy by » jury of hia peers of 
the crime of manslau liter ; a crime witli 
which a judge had an unequalled extent 
of discretion allowed him in dealing. 
In other cases penalties woro provided, 
and the discretion of the judge was, 
therefore, limited. As to manslaughter, 
the judge might commit to prison for an 
hour or a' day, or impose penal servitude 
for life, in passing sentence in a case of 
manslaughter, it was, therefore, more in- 
•umbent upon the judge to give his 
reasons in particular. The jury were 
charged by mo upon the facts, which I 
carefully stated, and ib is upon these same 
fA.;t8 that 1 ani to base my,, sentence. I 
-i^iU^in review those faclSi'toshow you 
how you stand. Ill feeling had been 
manifest, d, a m-'nth or so before Christ- 
mas, in connection with tho hoisting of 
some foolish flag, when you exhibited 
yourself as a quarrelsome man, aiLxious 
to have trouble, desirous of making a 
cause fur you to show your reseutment. 
Nothing more is known of you than that 
you are a drunken, quarrelsome fellow, 
and came hero from Seattle. You are se- 
lected, never heless, by Mr. McDonald to 
act aa watchman, and aee that some valu- 
able marble pillars that have just been 
placed in position, are not molested. At 
the same time stories are current about 
tho trouble that befell a former watch- 
man — also a drunken, cowardly fellow, 
who smashed hia lamp at tho head of hia 
own foreman. You heard what he had 
said would have happened if he had had 
a gun, and you heard the chafiiiig that 
ho had to put up with. When you wore 
made watuhman, you therefore, thought 
that you gruuldii'b stand any such chaff— 
you would show them, if they meddled 
with you. As soon na it was evening you 
went to your friend, and tried 
to get a gun and ammuniiion. 
You got the gun, hut no ammunition. 
What did you want a gun and 
.aminun tiou for ? Only you can say. At 
nine o'clock in the evening, when you 
^should have been on watch, doing your 
duty, you are found drinking at tlio Do- 
minion Hotel Four tunes McDonald 
looked for you where ynu should iiavo 
been, but you were not to be found. 
You had your gun with you at the Do- 
minion Hotel, and announced that you 
were going to shoot sonieone — you aaul 
you would give one person, whom you 
named, a charge of shot in the person. 
At that time, however, your gun was 
empty. Crawford opened the breech 
and found that it was empty. 
Tho next tinio your conduct is brought 
forward in evidence is about an h<jur 
later, when you go to Silk's, and ask him 
for aiumunitiun, and he tells you ho has 
none. You are nut satisfied; you know 
where hia cartridges are kept, and you 
look for yourself. You find two that are 
all loaded, with tho exception of tho niia- 
silea. You take these; ISilk says those 
won't hurt anything, for there is 
no shot in them, l>ut you take 
them. " Never )nind, they'll do so 
far." Now you have gun and 
powder and caps. Next Crawftrd and 
his friend moot you and Silk at tho church 
door. You have tho gun ; you have 
never lot it go out of y uir p(j3se33i(in,an(l 
you refuio to lot Crawford tiiko it. 
Crawford did lay hold of it, and opened 
tho breecli and saw that you 
then had cartridges in it. Silk 
fells Criwford not to meddle with you, 
that you have a loaded gun. He replies, 
•'No, it's not loaded ; 1 was looking i.t it 
awhile ago at tho hotel," and you reply. 
No, but it is loaded now." Yon knew 
it was not loaded at 10 o'clock ; yua 
knew it was hmded at 11. ( I'ho priaoi.er 
hero attempted to speak, but silenco was 
enjoined. ) Bilk knew it was loaded, too. 
When you took the blank cartridges at 
his place, ho was careless and iiidifl'orent ; 
ho know they woro nut dangerous. Now 
ho paid littio attention to the coiivorsii- 
tion that took place with Crawford. VVliyV 
Because ho said ail liisanxioty was to get 
the cartridges out of tho gun. Ho knew

why, you are tlio wolf that has boon 
desiroyiiig all niy best sheep, my most 
prized lambs." "But," [ileads the 
Wolf, " 1 did not know whether thoy 
were your Iambs or your sheep ; I never 
met them before." Would that save the 
wolf from death ? Would not tho farmer 
say, certainly 1 will save you from the 
dogs, but I will hung you (or at'-aling my 
sheep. I will prevent you from destroy- 
ing my flock in future. .luat so, if the 
jury had taken proper care of tho lives 
of ihoir follow citizens they would have 
found a verdict against you. If tho far- 
mer was as weak as the "jury he might say 
to tho wolf, "I will save your life ; 1 will 
send yuu to a menageri ." How long 
would he send him for ? Wpuld it be for 
a week or a month or a year, so that the 
wolf niii,'ht come back a^ani and kill his 
sheep, destripy tho favorites of his filuck ? 
No ; certainly not. Ho would place tho 
W(df where he C'Uild do no lu iru h.irm. 
Sill must deal with you. Never again 
will you bo allowed to call yourself a free 
man ; never again will you be allowed to 
go on your drunken brawls ; nover again 
will you carry your flag over your shoul- 
der and chiillonne a liuht ; never again 
will you shoot down, likeadoi;, an estim- 
able young man, a worthy citizen. 1 
have not in thirty-two years upon this 
bench, been called upon tu pronounce the 
sentence which in this case I must Be" 
lieving you guilty of wilful murder, I will 
protect you from the dogs. You shall not 
be torn in pieces by your 'udig* 
nant fellow citizens. You shall g» 
from here to bo made miserable, to bo a 
slave for the rest of your life. You 
are not going to a homo, an 
asylum, a refugo ; but to prison, where 
you shall work without hope of freedom 
or reward, fur all the days of your life. 
You must live tu an example ' that men 
cannot carry on their drunken lawlessness 
wjth impunity ; a man's life shall be pro- 
tected. Tho sentence of this court is 
thityou bo sent to penul servitude for 
tho rest uf your natural life. 

Wheliin broke down completely as the 
sentence was completed, and the order 
was given, '*Remo70tbe prisoner." He 
is a yuung man in good health, 26 yean 
of ago, and life imprisonment, in all pro-' 
bability, means tu him, iniprisonmeat for 
forty, or, perhaps, fifty years. 

Silk was in tho cuurt-room when the 
sentence was pronounced, an t, when His 
Lordship stated that lie had known of 
tho loading uf the gui., his face becamo 
crimson and then paled as quickly. 
Whelan will be taken to Westminster, 
some day this week.

LANTERNS IN GERMANY. 

They Wera Formerly Useil a« SymhoU uf 
Kaiik. 

The distinctions of rank which exist 
In European countrie.s give rise to many 
troubles which, though they may .seem 
rather amusing as well as trivial 
to us, are in reality quite serious to 
tho persons concerned in thom. In 
Stuttgart, years ago, says an exchange, 
there i-xisloJ a curious custom which 
is not yet entirely abolished, and, in 
fact, still flourishes quite vigorously in 
Rome parts of Germany and Switzerland, 
'i^ia was the ubo of lanterns of diiToront 
varioties and sizes, by which, at night, 
tho rank of tbo parly could be easily dis- 
tinguished. 

'J'hn lanterns wi-ro carried hy tho 
servants who wpro sent to escort their 
mistresses home from places of anuise- 
mont, and thoy mtido tlin square in 
front of the Royal Opera-Ilouso, where 
most of the cntorlainments were then 
givOn, (juite piciurosquo -with their 
liglits bobl)ing up and down in ovory 
direction. 

Tho dilTerences between some of those 
lanterns were slight, but they had to ha 
strictly observed, or trouble arose. Tho 
order of rank, as sot forth in tbo "rank- 
list," was something from which thoy 
oould never sworvo. Some had lanterns 
of tin, Homn of brass; some had wax 
lights, and others tallow; even tlio num- 
ber of lights was proscribed for oacb 
separate class or rank. 

An amusing story is told by Hack- 
lander of tw-o .Stuttgart women, whoso 
life-long fricndsliip was nearly d(i- 
stroyed hy the mislako of one of tho 
husbands, w-ho bought at an auction a 
lantern whioh could only bo used with 
propriety by people of tho next higher 
rank. 

Tho servant polisbod tho ofTondIng 

lantern, and took it with licr tho very 
next niglit wlion she wont to moot her 
mistress at tlie close of an operatic on- 
tortainmont It was some timo before 
tbo other woman, whoso sonso of tliu 
proprieties of life had been outraged, 
and who thought her old friend was en- 
deavoring to lay claim to a rank above 
tho one in which th(>y both belonged, 
could bo appeased. Even afitir the ex- 
planation, tho suljject of tho lantern 
was always a aoro one between thorn.

Coiiaidcruble work ia being done on tlie 
gold claims between I'jiigle and 49 creeks. 
The Pooriiinn, tho Wild Cat, the I'ioneer, 
the I'fti-udiae, and the Royal Canadian, all 
have men at work on them. A tunnel is 
being run ou tho I'oornuin, and the same on 
the Wild Cat. On the Paradise, .lohn 
Miles ia still aearehing for tho ledge. John 
Lodge is advancing the tunnel on the I'io- 
liter, and llie Royal Canadian owners aro 
iloing likewise on that property.

to any nothing of other tril)Utai-y propertiea 
like iho I'oornian, the Dandy, the ( '.rizzley, 
the Iroquois, the Whitewater, and the 
'roiighnut, all believed to be good, and un- 
developed piospeols ut its doors like tho 
Royal Canadian, Uncle Sam, Uuiatilla, 
Lizzie C., Jim Crow, Silver Queen, Evening, 
Wild Cut, Midus, and .John Miles' I'aradite. 

Old-time southern coast men roaident at 
Nelson slate unreservedly that such weather 
as the people of Nelson and Ainaworlli are 
now enjoying was never before enjoyed by 
any people on the Paeific coast, not even by 
those of San Bernurdino county, Californiu. 
No snow, no rain, no cold winds; instead, 
cloudless skies, sunshine, bracing air. 

It has generally been supposed that Koo- 
teiiay lake is tboosandaof feet in depth; but 
that supposition, like many others, is based 
on tradition. Kootenay Lake, in tho vicin- 
ity of Ainsworth, has been sounded by O. 1^ 
Nagle and James Slayton. The soundings 
were taken about one mile apart, between 
Ainsworth, the Blue Bell niiue and Queen's 
Buy, and resulted as follows: 44'2, 440, 4;i7, 
438, 4.37, 439, 442, 440, 439, 442. and 368, 
the last sounding beins made within 150 
yards of the shore. Thehottoni is soft mud 
and apparently as level as a prairie.
